WOMEN WERE 


CETJEILY LASHED. 


Twenty Women Wantonly 


Shot. 


New York, Dec. 30.—A dispatch i!o The 


World from Key "West says: 
: 


A recent massacre by General Mel- 


qulzo's troops In western .Cuba is'de- 
scribed In a letter received, hers from 
en Insurgent leader. 
. 


In a Htfle hamlet 40 miles north of 


Plnar Del Rio dwelt about 75 people, 
most of them old and all non-combat- 
anta; They lived from hand to. mouth, 
having a few ca.ttle and some small cane 
fields a.nd truck farms. ; 
'. 


Spanish 
guerillac, commanded .. by 


Plerrontl, visited the- place a. iortnlght 
ago. _AJ1 the people were assembled and 
searched for valuables, the women and 
girls being subjected to In.dlgnltes, . 


Not finding- as much as they wanted, 


the g-uerlllas shor, two young men, pre- 
tending- that, they were Spanish de- 
serters. 


Six others were tied to trees and hor- 


ribly whippet!, being accused of sending 
information, to the insurgents. -Some 
of the older men -were beaten and other- 
wise maltreated. 


Two young women were tied to tre«s, 


their backs were bared and the lash 
"was applied unmercifully because they 
resisted the soldiers' advances.. Their 
screams so aroused the anger of the 
older women that they made a co7n- 
blned attack on the guerillas with clubs. 


The guei-llliLs easily beat them off, and 


then flrexJ Indiscriminately among them, 
killing lu or 20 men and "women and two 
young children. The others escaped, 
though the Spanish.murderers fired at 
them as long as they were In sight. • 


The guerillas -'then flred the houses, 


throwing the dead bodies Into the build- 
Ings, drove, off the cattle, destroyed;the 
crops and tramped their horses over the 
potato patches, so nothing in the way 
of food could be had.

TheJ women who were "Whipped were 


left tied to tlie trees.- Had not several 
of the fugitives returned after 
the 


guerillas had gone and'liberated them 
they would' have died ot exha-uatlon.1 


These poor people, left without food

The com- 
mittee. In view of this, has sent a letter 
to the executive committee of the West 
End company, praying for a further 
hearing.

To the first request Mr. Little stated 


that yesterday the company had engaged 
only 19 men, three of whom were old em- 
ployes- also that up to Monday evening 
they had employed only 159 new men; 
332 former employes who sought re-em- 
ploymont have been refused for various 
rasons; 108 former employes have not 
asked to be reinstated. Among these 
last are the members of the supreme 
council. 


To the second request iEr. Little stated 


that tliey hod re-employed 2474 of the 
old hands. There were also 490 men who 
did not leave the company's employ, but 
remained faithful to the company. He 
said there would be no discrimination 
e saJnst men. re-employed so long as their 
service was satisfactory.

After catechism Is fin- 
ished and the spectacled professor has laid 
aside- his tapellno the subject sees himself 
In a singular aepeoL 
The familiar like- 


ness fades, nnd he beholds a solf which Is 
composed of a compilation of abilities and 
defects, good and indifferent inclinations, 
as viewed by tho cold, aaoustomecl eyes of 
tho Impartial instructor. This Is the plan 
now flourishing In Columbia university. 
It is a new collegiate development, a re- 
versal of conservative routine.

what bent Ijeflts his nature. 
A plango In 


tho d.-irkness he need not moke, wibh this 
Intimate acquaintance of himself. Ho can 
choose thut course In life for whloh ho re- 
veals aptitude. 


Furthermore, all prjsslble illusions being 


dispelled by this searching scrutiny, be is 
nworo of his uncertain points, and so can 
strive to remedy chose which aro capable 
of bettering. In brief, It Is scientific anal- 
ysis of each student's character without 
the USD of those solemn tricks, such UB 
feeling cranial bumps and fidgeting about 
pnlins. It is an Invaluable guide to tha 
future.

Is completed, the professor states in 
writing whether he regards tho subject as 
likely t(i be a good student, If ho Is quick, 
talkative, accurate, .straightforward, Intel- 
lectual, of strong will, of powerful emo- 
tions, well balanced, choleric, sanguine, 
melancholy or phlegmatic. 


"Our experience with these tests," Pro- 


fessor Cattell says, "leads us to recommend 
that they be made a port of tbo work of 
every psychological laboratory.' Wben used 
with freshmen on entering college, tht 
record Is of interest to the man and ma; be 
of real value to him. It is well for him to 
know huw his physical development.sensee, 
movements and mental processes comparo 
with those of his fellows. I7e may bo able 
to correct defects nnd' develop aptitudes. 
Then, when the tests are repeated lat-or In 
the college oourso and-In subsequent life, 
the regard of progress or retrogression may 
prove of substantial Importance to him."

m«et, and lost but not luast .perhaps to 
give the world one monetary system.

liberty, ard the persuit of happiness will

un peril led, and if the governor of 


that .state chooses, no federal force can 
come into the state aud no force of raMi- 
tla can act without his order; then the 
people for protection would be left to a 
.vigilance committee and all law, even by- 
law," iibiding citizens must bs abrogated. 
A conservative platform, bucked by a lib- 
eral progressive spirit, will besc forward 
tbe interests oJ reform.

few straws too many. 


In the future this great issue must have" 


a fair chance by itbblf, as an issue, and 
from present indications there is ground 
foe hope thac it ia a living and growing 
question. It is more than-a .party "tiiitj'^J 
tion, hence whan the new congress shall 
meet the conntry has a right to expect 
something in the nature of a forward 
step. 


It is also more than a national ques- 


tion. It is beyond doubt an international 
issua, and every effort should ba put forth 
to secure co-operaLioa by other coun- 
tries. 


Germany, France and Japan and all the 


American republics might respond lirst, 
and If England and a few other countries 
refusu to come into the bimetallic union 
lot them suffer the losa of trade, which 
must inevitably result.

A little arbitration or spirit of conces- 


sion by each side in the coming congress 
might eventuate in some definite and 
wlao legislation. If the one side would 
consent to the re-enactment of the pur- 
chasing clause oC the Sherman law for the 
purcliiisine of silver for coinage—and the 
other would allow such tariff legislation 
as was In the bounds of reason, some- 
thing would be done, anil who can deny 
that it would ffive new life lo our well 
nigh paralyzed industries. 


By re-enactiug these simple measures 


we would avoid experiments because they 
have had a test. 


This may he all that we can reasonably 


look for during the coming administra- 
tion. It cannot deny this ona hope and 
not condemn itself to doom and dishonor.

A CALL FOR A MEETING TO- 


MORROW. 


Dual 
Convention Troubles 


Renewed. 


Boston, Dec. 31.—A conftrencc having 


for Ita object a compromise of all con- 
tending factions o£ the Democratic party 
In this state, with an ultimate end of the 
reorganization oC the party, "\vas held 
last night by several district members 
of the new state Democratic committee. 
One of the objects accomplished was the 
Issuance o£ a call to-thelr colleagues on 
this committee, as follows: 
To the District Members of the Demo- 


cratic State CommltleE.o£1897: 
The undersigned, members-elect of the 


Democratic state central 
committee, 


acting as we believe for the best Inter- 
ests o£ the party, take the liberty to re- 
quest all the district members of the said 
body to me«t at the American House at 
S p. m. Friday, Jan. 1, 10 consider what 
attitude it would be best to take regard- 
Ing the seats contested by the Music hall 
and Faneull hall conventions; and in 
this connection we desire to call your at- 
tention to the following facts: 


The Democratic state committee Is a 


quasi public body whose members must 
be duly chosen In accordance-with the 
statutes. Chapter 4S9 of the acts of 1895, 
section 3, provides, "saJd committee to 
consist of at least one memb&r from each 
senatorial district, to be elected at the 
convention held for the nomination of a 
SL-nator from sa'.d district," etc. 


Accordingly, the district members have 


alone the unqualified rlglit to decide, 
free and untrammeled by outside influ- 
ences upon the relative merits pE the con- 
ences, upon the relative merits of the con- 
testing parlies. The settlement ot this 
question, however, Involves more than 
the consideration of Individuals—it.ln- 
vo Ives the further perpetuation of Demo- 
cratic principles in this state. "We be- 
lieve that l£ the factions Interested In 
this matter cannot compromise, it is the 
duly of the district members to take the 
matter In hand and compel a settlement.

before they are better. The "confidence" 
which was to follow the election nnd 
sec tho wheels of industry to spinning 
has not materialized and seems to be pet- 
ting farther away every day.

My unemployed brother, you can now 


see how tasy it; is to secure work if you 
will only go about it right. Carefully 
study tbo Ditmara. method — so far as I 
know, it isn't copyrighted — and note 
wherein you have erred. It's easy if yon 
follow directions. Summarized, here's 
tho way yon do it: First get a position 
as pastor where the salary will permit 
you to overlook tho problem of life from 
a lofty height. Yon know by this timo 
tbo kind of Christianity you will be ex- 
pected lo prench. 
Then, some pleasant 


moruiu;;, after yon have had a warm, 
wholesome breakfast, put on your poor- 
est unit of clothes — you needn't remove 
your comfort-iible underclothing — and 
saunter forth.

He must have 
been very "soft" if Inzijy sitting on a 
driver's hoi and holding tbe lines over 
a pair of discarded street car nnga 
cracked his hands and almost broke his 
back. He knows now that ho has a good 
thing aud will probably be disposed to 
stick to the pulpit of Hope. chapel, not- 
withstanding the ease with which he 
obtains other positions.

was 1,811 and the number injured 2B,- 
690, being a decrease of 12 in-the num- 
ber of employees killed and-an increase 
of- 2,274 in the number injured. From 
tbe above statement it appears that in 
the year covered, by this report one em- 
ployee was killed for each 438 em- 
ployees, and one was. injured for each 
31 men employed in tho railway service. 
Of trainmen—i-hat is to say, engineers, 
firemen, conductors and other employees 
whose .larvice is upon the trains—it ap- 
pears that one person was killed "for 
each 155 employees of thia class and 
one-parson injured for each 11 train- 
men.

In a Simple Manner. 


The materials required are ordinary 


oil colors, rairrorine medium, some art- 
ists' eLamels, sablo brushes and a good 
black for grounding. Japanese black 
luoqaer covers better thnnmostof them, 
and a tnbe of eeaillino brown black is 
needed for outlining. 


The glass mnst bo thoroughly cleaned 


vrith soap and hot water and frea from 
Emears. Placa the glass face downward 
over the design to be copied nnd put in 
the outlines with ecaillina brown and 
mirrorine medium. A fino sable brush 
is used, and tho lines most be solid and 
very equal in thickness. They will take 
somo time to dry—perhaps two days. 
They mnet bo dry and hard before tho 
next painting is started; otherwise their 
sharpness and decision will be entirely 
marred and cannot be restored without 
great trouble.
